The Bias tragedy. 


Len Bias had it all. He could 
jump like a kangaroo, with the 
speed and grace of a gazelle. In 
addition to his basketball skills, 
he was handsome and persona- 
ble. The package was so great, in 
fact, that after the Boston Celtics 
made him their first pick in the 
basketball draft -- and. the 
second pick overall -- he signeda 
contract with a tennis shoe 
manufacturer -which would. pay 
him a sustantial fortune over 10 
years. : 

Len Bias had it all. Len Bias is 
now dead. Cocaine killed him. 

Drugs are a killer. They kill 
minds, they kill ambition, they 
destroy opportunity, they rob the 
body and, finally -- kill the soul. 

Today, millions of people are 

fected with the notion that 

rugs can somehow Offer them a 
better life. And, it is sad to say, 


: many of those millions are 


Blacks, who can ill afford the 
cruel delusion that drugs like 
.§cocaine offer. 

Len Bias’ story is repeated in 
all too many Black neighbor- 
hoods. Young men and women 
of great promise are falling by 
the wayside, dying naturally and 
intellectually and emotionally 


because of their flirtation with 
the drug scene. 

Bias was not a regular user of 
cocaine; indeed, it appears that 
he had never used the drug at all. 


- But some purveyor of death was 


able to say “try it, you'll like it,” 
and Bias succumbed -- literally 
--to that reasoning. 

The drug culture is akiller, and 
those who deal drugs are mur- 
derers. They have no right to the 
esteem or protection of the Black 


-community. Indeed, in order to 


fulfill their own warped desires, 
they are cynically destroying 
some of our brightest minds. 
We as Black people cannot 
afford the deaths of our best and 
brightest. We cannot afford the 
destruction of a whole genera- 
tion of children to the allure of a 
cheap high. We must not only 
condemn the death dealers who 
would destroy our children, but 
work to see them incarcerated: 
Drugs are suicide for Black 


_ people. Len Bias never learned 


that lesson, and it cost him his 
life. We must learn -- and teach 
--that lesson. Or else, as one phi- 
losopher said, “those that refuse 
to learn from the past are 
doomed to repeat it.” 


Independence Day 


In the early years of this cen- 
tury, the Black American poet 
Coutee Cullen asked a provoc- 
ative question: "What means 
America to me?” Today, as we 
prepare for the arinual celebra- 
tion of our national independ- 
ence, we are reminded more 
poignantly of our own ambivai- 
ence toward that day. 

History keeps us ambivalent. 
When Thomas Jefferson penned 
those. immortal words “all men 
are created equal, and are 
endowed by their creator with 
certain unalienable rights,” he 
owned slaves. Indeed, when this 
slaveowner--who, history tells 
us, had his own ambivalence 
about slavery--attemped to place 
strong anti-slavery language into 
the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, he was rebuffed by the 
northerner John Adams because 
the issue was too divisive. 

When Jefferson's immortal 
words were penned, as much as 
a quarter of the nation’s popula- 
tion was enslaved. When the 
noble Constitution was written, 
Blacks were three-fifths of aman 
for purposes of representation of 
the southern states--and less 
than a man for purposes of 
citizenship 

But the ambivalence doesn't 
stop with such ancient history. 
Black American soldiers during 
World War I! often had to guard 
#German and Italian prisoners 
who could go to places to which 


sae. Athey couldn't. That Black soldier 


had to confront, on a daily basis, 
the irony of fighting for freedom 
in acountry where the attempted 
destroyer of that freedom was 
more free than he. 

if Black people were to look at 
the past with narrow blinders, we 
would fa!! prey to blinders of bit- 
terness and hatred. But we as a 
people have aiways understood 
that America was more than the

sum total of its indignities to 
Black people, even as Dr. Martin 
Luther King told us that we were 
more than the sum total of our 
degradation. 

America has always stood for 
something for which Black peo- 
ple have longed implicit!y--the 
freedom of opportunity. it was 
colonized Sy men who ionged to 
overcome the tyranny of class 
and crown, who believed that, in 
this new land, they would be free 
to succeed or fail on their own 
merits. 

That tension between the ideal 
and the real has infected this 
nation ever since. Yet the ideal 
has “given Black people hope, 
when there was no other hope, 
and has been the beacon that has 
seen our way through many dark 
days in this nation. 

Black people cannot celebrate 
Independence day as whites can. 
Whites can celebrate triumphs 
won, we Can only reflect on bat- 
tles still to be fought. 

Whites can look upon oppor- 
tunities granted; in an era of the 
Reagan-sanctioned destruction 
of affirmative action programs, 
Blacks can only consider oppor- 
tunities yet unborn. 

But, despite the mountains 
that stand in the way between 
our present condition and true 
“equal opportunity,” we can look 
back with pride that we have con- 
tinued to fight, as Dr. King 
implored us, to force this nation 
to “live out the true meaning of its 
creed." The flame of freedom 
which drew whites from France, 
Poland, Germany, Scotland and 


England, has kindled in our’ 


hearts as well, and we can cele- 
brate that we have kept that fire 


burning through some very J 


dreary times.

When Ali Hawkins got into polit- 
ics in 1936, the Franklin D. 
Roosevelt era was only four years 
old and Blacks were just begin- 
ning to swing to the Democratic 
party from their long-term posi- 


tion as Republicans. But at the 


core of the struggle, the Repubii- 
cans and Democrats Hawk often 
came up against had one thing in 
common -- they were white, and 
they didn’t want to see Blacks 
move up into positions of power. 

indeed, at a banquet honoring 
Al Hawkins over a year ago, 


Hawk recalled, “change was 
brought about by a lot of funerals 
of the bigots.” 

Hawk operated from his east 
side base for 25 years as the 
“ward healer” in the 7th ward. He 
knew the folks in the barbershops 
where politics are talked; he had 
friends in the bars; the preachers 
sought his counsel. Politics to Al 
Hawkins was not computerized, 
but personal. The computer he 
used was in his head, and his 
heart, and his feet. 

Al Hawkins pounded the pave- 
ment. Today, politics revolves 
around.high-tech campaigns 


fueled by thousands of dollars. 
Television commercials bring 
scenes of wheat fields and sun- 
rises -- and, oh, incidentally, 
here's who's running for office. 
Campaigns use mathmeticians to

Black business needs boost

Historically, Blacks were active 
in numerous businesses until the 
massive wave of Jim Crow practi- 
ces drove them out. More recently, 
a new breed of Black entrepre- 
neurs has emerged, making itself 
felt in industries as varied as per- 
sonal care and communications. 

But this new surge of Black bus- 
iness activity has been overstated. 
Anyone who just scans headlines 
could be seriously misled into 
thinking the Black business com- 
munity is booming. In fact, one 
headline said just that: Black Biz 
Boom. 

The story reported on a Census 
Bureau report showing a 47 per- 
cent jump in Black-owned busi- 
nesses between 1977 and 1982. 
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THE PROMISE OF LIBERTY if 


But, we are also celebrating 
another anniversary this week. 
One hundred years ago -- in 1886 
-- America dedicated a concrete 
symbol of hope and opportunity; a 
symbol -that has greeted millions 
of immigrants from every corner of 
the world who came to our shores 
in search of a better life. 

Many of us had ancestors who 
came to this country through Ellis 
island. And the first glimpse our 
ancestors had of this country was 
our symbol of freedom -- the

The Bureau found the numbers of 
Black-owned businesses in- 
creased to about 340,000, and 
gross receipts to over $12 billion. 

But if we look behind the surface 
of that apparent “boom”, the pic- 
ture is one of slow. growth or abso- 
lute erosion of gains made in the 
recent past. 

For one thing, only about one in 
ten Black-owned businesses had 
any paid employees. More are 
mom-and-pop stores, one-man 
cab operations, and the like. 
Black-owned businesses provide 
jobs for only about 165,000 in a 
Black. work force of 11 million.

A joint venture designed to encourage 
Columbus homeowners to take advantage of a 
free house paint project, has been initiated by 
two non-profit housing agencies.

A fire believed to have been 
“deliberately set,” gutted an 
Eastside Super Duper grocery 
store Monday (June 30), leav- 
ing 20 employees j 
some area residents scurrying 
to other neighborhood stores 
for the first week of the month 
shopping. 

Columbus fire officials esti- 
mated damages to the building 
at 1731 Greenway Ave. at 
$300,000. No one was injured 
in the blaze. 

The store, which was opbned 
about four months ago, had 
been refurbished by four 
Palestinian immigrants who 
were operating the business. 

The building had been a 
Kroger supermarket. 

Lt. Greg Lee, of the Arson 
Investigation Squad, said: 
“The fire was deliberately set. 
We will conduct further 
investigation.” 

Fire officials quoted an 
assistant manager at the store 
as saying that he and a clerk 
had argued with a customer 
about 10 minutes before the 
fire started. The officials said 
the customer complained 
because her minor daughter 
had not been allowed to pur- 
chase cigarettes. 

The customer remained in 
the store for a few minutes and 
left after the argument, fire 
officials said. The fire started

Subsequent to the pub- 
lic hearing and review of 
comments by interested 
Persons, the department 
has further revised the 
proposed rules. This 
notice describes those 
final proposed rules 
affecting statewide 
methods and standards 
for setting payment rates 
for inpatient hospital 
services. 

Rule 5101:3-2-072, 
entitled “Classification of 
Hospitals’, describes 
criteria used to peer 
group hospitals for pur- 
foses of prospective rate 
setting. The amendment 
establishes a separate 
peer group for Medicare- 
recognized Rural Relerral 
Centers. When the Medi- 
caid prospective payment 
system was implemented 
i{ was not clear to what 
extent hospitals in Ohio 
would be recognized by 
Medicare as Rural Refer- 
ral Centers. Given expe- 
rience, it is now clearn 
that the numbers of hos- 
pitals qualified as Rural 
Referral Centers are ade- 
quate to establish a 
separate peer group for 
these facilities. 

Mule 5101:3-2-074, 
entitied “Basic Metho- 
dology for Determining 
Prospective Payment 
Rates ', describes the 
methods for establishing 
prospective payment 
rates. The amendment 
revises certain adjust- 
ments to the average cost 
per discharge component 
of the rate and revises the 
method by which capital- 
‘related costs and medical 
education costs are rec- 
ognizedforrate-setting 
purposes. Currently the 
average cost per dis- 
charge is reduced by 
3.38% to account for 
improvements in coding, 
which affect the DRG 
assignment and the rela- 
tive weight applicable for 
claims payment. The 
department has analyzed 
data and has found that 
casge-mix increases due to 
coding improvements 
have been greater than 
expected and are diffe 
ent for children's hospi- 
tals as compared to other 
hospitals.

Here’s an opportunity for you to buy aused home at a price you may be able to 
afford. These homes are owned by the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD). HUD acquired the houses through foreclosure (failure to 
make payment) and is advertising them for sale each week in The CALL & POST. 

These houses are not new but lived in-atone time and various repairs may be 
necessary to make them liveable again to meet the required building codes in the 
community where the houses are located. 

As these houses are advertised for sale, an interested buyer must submita bid 
on the property within the requirements and time limitations noted in the adver- 
tisement.

To be eligible for an FHA 203(K) Home Mortg you must be able to make the 
required cash investment, monthly mortgage payments, and have satisfactory 
credit. If approved, funds from the mortgage may be advanced during the 
construction period for improving the house. You will have 45 days to arrange 
financing under this program if you decide to apply for the mortgage loan. An 
extra 15 days is permitted if you need additional time, at a cost of $10 per day. 

Watch for the weekly ad on available houses for sale by HUD. If a particular 
property may appear to be the one you are looking for, contact a real estate 
broker of your choice to inspect the property. The realtor will assist you in 
answering questions you may have as to bidding on the property and other 
procedures required by HUD. A realtor is allowed a maximum commission of six 
percent if the house sale is completed and approved by HUD. (NOTE - The 
commission will be paid by HUD and not the purchaser).
